And then there wa3 a booming roar, a 
thundering cra9h, aud the riddled Amaranth 
dropped loose from her hold and drifted 
hopelessly away! 
Instantly the flre-doors of the Boroa3 were 
thrown open and the men began dashing 
buckets of water into the furnaces—for it 
would hare been death and destruction to 
stop the engines with such a head of steam 
on. 
As soon as possible the Boreas dropped 
down to the floating wreck and took of! the 
dead, the wounded and the unhurt—at least, 
all that could be got at, for the whole forward 
half of the boat was a shapeless ruin, with 
the great chimneys lying crossed on top of it, 
and underneath were a dozen victims impris­ 
oned alive and wailing for help. While men 
with axes worked with might and main to free 
these poor fellows, the Boreas’s boats went 
about, pickiug up stragglers from the river.

Don’t do 
it!” 
And one poor fellow said : 
“ Iam Henry Worley, stoker of the Am­ 
aranth ! My mother lives in St. Louis. Tell 
her a lie for a poor devil’s sake, please. Say 
I was killed in an instant and never knew 
what hurt me—though God knows I’ve neith­ 
er scratch nor bruise this moment I It’s hard 
to burn up in a coop like this with the whole 
wide world so near. Good-bye boys—we’ve 
ail got to come to it at last, anyway 1” 
The Boreas stood away out of danger, and 
the ruined steamer went drifting down the 
stream an island of wreathing and climbing 
flame that vomited elouds of smoke from time, 
and glared more fiercely and sent its lumin- 
ious tongues higher and higher after each 
emission. A shriek at intervals told of a cap­ 
tive that had met his doom. The wreck 
lodged upon a sandbar, and when the Boreas 
turned the next point on her upward journey 
it was still burning with scarcely abated tury. 
When the boys came down into the main 
saloon of the Boreas, they saw a pitiful sight 
and heard a world of pitiful sounds. Eleven 
poor creatures lay dead and forty more lay 
moaning, or pleading or screamiug, while a 
score of Good Samaritians moved among

“ No—I—I am afraid you cau not.” 
“ Then do not waste year lime w ith me— 
help those that can gel well.” 
“ But— 
” 
“ Help those that can get well! It is not 
for me to be a girl. I carry the blood of elev­ 
en generations of soldiers in my veins!” 
The physician—himself a man who had 
seen service in the navy in his time touched 
his hat to this little hero, and passed on. 
The head engineer of the Amaranth, a 
grand specimen of physical manhood, strug­ 
gled to his feet a ghastly spectacle and strode 
toward his brother, the second engineer, who 
was unhurt, lie said : 
“ Your were on watch. You were boss.— 
You would not listen to me when I begged 
you to reduce your steam. Take that!—take 
it to my wife and tell her it come3 from me by 
the h uid of my murderer! Take it—aud take 
my curse with it to blister your heart a hun­ 
dred years—and may you live so long!” 
And lie tore a ring from his finger, strip­ 
ping flesh and skin with it, threw it down and 
led dead. 
But those tilings must not be dwelt upon. 
The Boreas landed her cargo at the next 
large town and delivered it over toa multitude 
of eager hauds and warm southern hearts—a 
cargo amounting by this time to thirty-nine 
wounded persons and twenty-two dead bod­ 
ies. And with these she delivered a list of 
ninety-six missing persons that had drowned 
or otherwise perished at the scene or the dis­ 
aster. 
A jury of inquest was impanneled, and af­ 
ter due deliberation and inquiry they returned 
the inevitable American verdict which has 
been so familiar to .our ears all the days of our 
lives— “ Nobody to blam e.” 
The incidents of the explosion are not Invented. 
They happened just as they are told.—The Ac­ 
t u ó u s.

The Senate then proceeded to the consider­ 
ation of tiie resolution reported by the Finance 
Committee. 
Mr. FERRY of Michigan said, as lie shared 
in the public anxiety that the Senate should 
act ou the question of finance immediately, b 
proposed to modify bis substitute for the reso­ 
lution of tbe committee so as to narrow tbe 
subject down so as to moderate the increase of 
currency. 
He therefore withdrew the substi­

dium through a moderate increase of the cur­ 
rency.” 
Mr. FRELINGIIUYSEN of New Jersey ad­

favored the resumption of specie payment, of 
which he thought the earliest practicable pe­ 
riod for returning thereto had passed.

which to redeem legal tender notes, and ii 
shull be in the discretion of the Secret ary of 
the Treasury, so soon as he shall deem it ex­ 
pedient with such amount of gold as for tiie 
time being he may have procured, to com­ 
mence 
and 
continue 
the redemption of 
legal tenders. . When redeemed they are 
not to be reissued, except in exchange for 
gold coin at par, and when so reissued they 
shall be redeemable in gold coin; but the to­ 
tal amouut of legal tenders outstanding and 
redeemed shall at no lime exceed $356,000,- 
000. 
The bdl further provides that If after 
comtneucing said redemption the government 
shall be unable lo redeem part of said legal 
tenders in gold, the Secretary may redeem 
them by exchanging the aforesaid bonds at 
par for them.

J udge C harles R. Inoalls, Presiding. 
On Tuesday morning court opened at tbe 
USual hour. About the first tliiiig uoticeable 
was the lack of calendars. A number or tbe 
lawyers were forced to write out a calendar 
of their cases for their own convenience, there 
not being a sufficient number printed te sup­ 
ply the bar. 
No. 9, William Hughes vs. Ci/renius F. 
Brill, was referred to A. Schoonmaker, Jr., to 
hear and decide. In No. 17, George Biebin- 
ger vs. Owen McEneany, an inquest was 
taken and judgment rendered In favor of 
plaintiff to the amount of $104.43. In No. 24 
the complaint was dismissed with costs. No. 
66, David Wolf vs. Thomas Bernstein, was 
put over the term on affidavits showing that 
the pialntifl’s wife was conflued. Defendant’s 
counsel urged on the case, claiming the same 
plea had been made at almost every previous 
court to put over the case. Counsel for Wolf 
very sensibly denied this. In No. 168, Alex. 
N. Blake et al. vs. Charles Spencer et al., an 
inquest was taken and judgment rendered for 
plaintiff, in the sum of $173.34. 
The Ur3t case tried was No. 30, Charles 
Minor agst. Patrick Langan. The attorneys 
are C. R. N. Cbauiplin for plaintiff, TVm. 
Lounsbery of counsel for plaintiff', Lawton & 
Stebbins for defendant. The plaintiff claims 
he worked for one Post, on the store and 
dwelling of defendant, the value or which 
work was $175. He commenced proceedings 
under the lion law to collect such amount 
from the owner of the building. The defend­ 
ant's counsel claimed there was uo lien, be­ 
cause the uotieo of lien stated the proceedings 
were commenced under the lien law of 1851, 
whereas that law did not apply to Ulster 
county. He further objected on the ground 
the notice did not sufficiently describe the 
building. The Court held tbe notice sufficient 
and at the close of the evidence directed a 
verdict for tbe plaintiff for the full amount of 
claim, with interest, being $209.01. 
No. 10, Nancy Kerr vs. George W. Purdy, 
was then tried. 
The attorneys are F. L. 
Westbrook for plaintiff and Wm. Lounsbery 
for defendant. The action is one of trespass, 
and involves the right of way to an old lane 
separating the two farms. It is one of a series 
of cases, one of which was tried at the last 
court. 
In No. 129, Phoebe J. Johnson vs. Darius 
Rider, the complaint was dismissed. 
No. 7, Robert Bodell vs. Thomas Cornell, 
settled. 
The case of George TF. Hasbrouck vs. Hor­ 
atio Fowks wa3, on motion, put over until 
Wednesday, on payment of costs of the day 
bydefeudant. 
Iu the case of Kerr vs. Purdy the jury ren­ 
dered a verdict of $50 for plaintifl. 
After dismissing Nos. 64 and 70 the court 
adjourned for want of further business.

The counly of Rockland has a mountain 
mystery on hand which la causing the great­ 
est excitement wiiiiiu its borders. It seems 
there has been a supposed murder in tbe Ram- 
apo Mountain and that the body of the mur­ 
dered man has been placed and concealed in 
a mvsterions cave or hole in the mountain 
side.

S u ic id e in the T o w n o f N e w b u r g h . 
From a correspondent, the Newburgh Jour­ 
nal learns that John Terwidiger.of Middlehope, 
committed suicide Monday morning, at six 
o’clock, by hanging himself in the wagon shed 
of H. D. Fowler. Mr. Terwilliger had, a short 
time ago, bought of D. D. Barnes a building 
lot and commenced to build. The weather 
being unfavorable, and the building not pro­ 
gressing as rapidly as lie thought it should, 
seemed to worry him, and be said be would 
never see it finished. About two months ago 
lie left his employer, Mr. Force, on account of 
a trivial affair. This also seemed to trouble 
him. Sunday night he had prayer and sing- 
iug, smoked, and then said to his wife, “ My 
head seems dizzy.” lie look another smoke, 
and then said, “ I feel better; we had belter 
go to bed.” Mr3. Terwilliger did not go to 
sleep, but Mr. T. slept sound all night. To­ 
wards morningjMrj. T. dropped asleep* wak­ 
ing at five o’clock or thereabouts, when she 
found that her husband had. left the bed. She 
dressed herself and wcut to the nearest neigh­ 
bor, Eli Smith, about twenty rods off, saying 
that Mr. Terwilliger had gone nut, and she 
was afraid he had made away with himself, as 
he had threatened to do so on Friday last 
week. Mr. Smith commenced the search, and 
aftpr a few raiuutes he fouad him hanging by 
the neck under a wagon shed. 
He had got 
uo 011 a cart, fastened one end of the rope 
over a beam, the other around his neck, and 
then jumped from the cart. Ho bad left the 
rope rather lone:, for his feet touched the 
ground, and his legs wore bent at an angle of 
about forty-five degrees. It ¡3 evident that 
his necK was broken in the fall, as the face 
has not the appearance of a person that had 
died by strangulation. An inquest wa3 hold 
by Justice C. G. Fowler, Acting Coroner, and 
a verdict was rendered “ That John Terwilll- 
ger came to hi3 death by nanging, the act 
being committed by himself, while in a state 
ef lBianity,”

S. Herbert M’Cord lias now In band two 
larire landscape pieces, one of which will rep­ 
resent him f.t the next exhibition of the New 
York Academy. The smaller of the two,24x40, 
is all but ready, having only to receive a few 
final touches. It is a scene on the Upper 
Mississippi River, between St. Paui and Du­ 
buque, whither the artist made 0 tiiplaslsum- 
mer. It represents the river at high water, 
the surface smooth and shitiinor, with the trees 
growing up out of the water, and casting 
strong reflections of their foliage by the light 
of the noonday sun streamiug directly down 
on jhe placid surface of the river. The moun­ 
tains in the distance are bathed in a light 
summer vapor. The picture is soft and sil­ 
very in tone, and shows decided artistic 
talent, 
especially in the management 
of sunshine and shadow. 
Both in com­ 
position and color it forms a striking contrast 
to the oiber picture—a work on which the ar­ 
tist is bestowing special care and labor. And 
this is the one he now intends to send to the 
exhibition of the New York Academy. The 
scene is Rifton Glen in Ulster county, aud was 
selected by the artist chiefly on account of its 
being the site of the most ancient as well as 
the most picturesque of the old-fashioned red 
mills in the Empire -State. A group of large 
white birches clu4er close behind the mill, 
which is nlrnost completely covered by true 
moss and lichen. A wind storm is sweeping 
through the glen, lashing the waters of the 
rugged stream until they arc white with foatn, 
and at ilae same time a burst of sunshine 
strikes through the rifted clouds, bringing out 
in bold relief the romantic fascinations of the 
crazy, moss-grown mill.
